kimfelf; what he has done according to the 
. erdindry courſe of Nature is latent toall.hy-, 
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mane underſtanding, fot there are man 
things whoſe natures and qualitics the wif 
men are ignorant ef : what he has done be- 
ond the ordinary courſe of nature, we 
ow by his revelation, which moves us to 


believe, not know : we truſt in Gods word, 


no way doubting of his omnipotency : and 
therefore we little eſteem, of what the wit 
of mani can think, imagine, or conceive to 
the contrary, The Church grounded on 
Gods word and Tradition atteſted by the 
holy Fathers and DoQtors, has always ſo 
taught us, as partly will be morc manifeſt, 
inthe next Chapter.
